General  Charles  M.  Reed 


Was  born  in  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  spent  his  entire 
life,  and  added  largely  to  the  fortune  founded  by  his 
father  and  grandfather.  He  was  associated  with  the  de- 
velopment of  commerce  on  the  Great  Lakes,  and  the  open- 
ing of  the  railroads  from  the  East  to  Cleveland  and  Chicago 
and  to  the  coal  fields  of  Western  Pennsylvania.  He  built 
and  for  many  years  operated  a line  of  steamboats  running 
between  Buffalo  and  Chicago. 

General  Reed  was  at  one  time  a member  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Legislature  and  afterwards  represented  his 
district  in  Congress. 

During-  his  lifetime  he  built  and  furnished  the  beau- 
tiful  home  in  Erie,  known  as  the  Reed  Mansion,  at  the 
corner  of  Sixth  and  Peach  streets,  overlooking  the  Park. 
Assisted  by  his  wife,  General  Reed  bought  many  handsome 
furnishings  and  valuable  art  objects  for  their  home,  and 
after  his  death  Mrs.  Reed  added  many  more  to  the  collec- 
tion. Discrimination  and  judgment  were  shown  in  their 
selections  and  many  of  the  paintings  and  other  works  of  art 
were  purchased  abroad.

At  the  Charles^!.  Reed  art  sale,  which 
took  place  in  the  Winter  Garden  of  Del- 
monico’s  last  night,  the  two  Schreyer  paint- 
ings were  the  only  ones  that  elicited  any 
great  interest  among  the  buyers.  , They 
were  entitled  “ Bulgarian  Provision  Train 
in  Winter,”  which  went  to  E.  B.  Perkins 
of  524  Fifth  Avenue,  for  $G,GO0,  and 
“ Arabian  Horsemen’s  Halt  at  the  Foun- 
tain,” which  was  knocked  down  to  Anthony 
N.  Brady  of  Albany  for  $8,250.

Reed,  of  Erie,  Pa.,  Auc- 
tioned in  Ballroom.

That  fashions  in  pictures  change  with  the 
changing  years  was  well  exemplified  at  th» 
sale  of  the  fifty-six  canvasses  which  formed 
the  collection  of  the  late  General  Charles 
M.  Reed,  of  Erie,  Pa.,  in  Delmonlco’s  ball- 
room, last  evening. 

A beautiful  example  of  the  German  genre 
painter,  Meyer  von  Bremen,  which  cost  Gen- 
eral Reed  $4,000  twenty  years  ago,  was 
bought  last  evening  by  Knoedler  & Co.  for 
$2,000.  On  the  other  hand,  two  examples  of 
Schreyer,  the  painter  of  Arab  horsemen, 
lately  deceased,  and  for  which  General  Reed 
paid  $3,000  each,  sold  respectively  for  $6,600 
and  $8,250.  These  were  both  superior  ex- 
amples of  the  painter.  'The  first,  “Bulgarian 
Provision  Train  in  Winter,”  was  bought  by. 
Mr.  Edward  D.  Perkins,  and  the  second  by 
Mr.  Anthony  N.  Brady. 

The  auctioneer.  Mr.  C.  E.  Smith,  obtained 
the  sum  of  $29,220  for  the  fifty-six  pictures 
sold  from  a very  apathetic  audience,  among 
those  present  being  many  dealers.  The  bid- 
ding was  spasmodic  and  uneven.  Some  pic- 
tures brought  surprisingly  high  figures  and 
others  were  sacrificed.  Several  bargains  were 
obtained.  A fine  example  of  Professor  Otto 
Kraushaar  for  only  $220,  while  a fair  ex- 
ample only  of  the  Dutch  painter  Blommers 
was  sold  for  the  high  figure  of  $700. 

Some  of  the  higher  prices  of  the  evening 
were  $1,000  for  Schreyer's  "Burning  Stable.” 
bought  by  Mr.  Julius  Oehme;  $800  for  a small 
Meyer  von  Bremen.  "The  First  Love  Let- 
ter,” bought  by  Knoedler  & Co.;  $500  for  a. 
Merle.  "Ruth,”  bought  by  Mr.  Lloyd  Reed, 
and  $825,  paid  by  Mr.  C.  W.  ICraushaar  for 
a Verboeckhoven.  "Sheep  In  Stable.”
